Mayor Hine Issues a Call for Fifty 
Special Police. 
Detroit, June 28.—A Free Press spe­ 
cial from Bay City, Mich., says: 
Mayor Hine has issued a call for 
fifty special 
police as the 
result of 
rioting which broke out in several sec­ 
tions of this city at night. 
It was the 
first tim e that the street railway com­ 
pany has attempted to keep cars run­ 
ning after dark since the beginning 
of the Saginaw Valley street railway 
strike. 
A mob estimated at more than 
1,000 people attacked a car in South 
Bay City, drove away the crew and 
four or five policemen, then ran the 
car to the shore of the river and set it 
afire. 
Near the shipyards 
in W est 
Bay City a mob of OOO, after attack­ 
ing a car, was dispersed by the police, 
who awed the crowd by a display of 
revolvers. 
Near Washington and Co­ 
lumbus avenues Manager Morris of 
the street railway company and two 
policemen 
who were conducting 
a 
prisoner 
to 
the station 
were 
sur­ 
rounded and beaten. 
Police Sergeant 
Hatch finally drove the 
mob off by 
thretening 
to shoot into the 
crowd. 
Women and children armed with clubs 
were noticeable in the crowds that at 
tacked the cars.

Bt. Petersburg, June 28.— The wave 
of disorder rolling over Russia has 
appeared at Odessa, where a general 
strike, accompanied by bloodshed and 
disorders, 
has 
broken 
out. 
There 
were several collisions 
between the 
military and the strikers Monday night 
and Tuesday, in two of which volleys 
were fired by the troops. 
No report 
of the extent 
of the casualties has 
been received, the official statement 
dealing only with the initial encounter 
Monday night, declaring that two per­ 
sons were killed therein. 
There w as another encounter Tues­ 
day afternoon and 
a number of at­ 
tacks w ere made on individual police­ 
man.

Tuesday night said that 
400 armed 
workmen barricaded a suburb and re­ 
pulsed the attack 
of a company of 
Cossacks. 
Reinforcements

He 
replied that lie was in a delicate posi­ 
tion in the matter and referred his 
questioner to Secretary Taft. 
Mr. W allace’s resignation is said to 
have been handed to Secretary Taft in 
this city after a rather stormy con­ 
ference, during which Mr. W allace is 
said to have expressed his ideas of 
what should be done on the isthmus 
in very concise language. 
It is under­ 
stood that Engineer W allace will at. 
once take charge of a large railway 
system in this country and that Theo­ 
dore P. Shouts will remain as presi­ 
dent of the canal commission. 


W ashington, 
June 
28.— The 
an­ 
nouncem ent of the resignation of John 
F. W allace as chief engineer of the 
Panam a canal com mission was not al­ 
together unexpected in view of his re­ 
quest som e tim e ago to be allowed to 
com e to this country 
to discuss af­ 
fairs with Secretary Taft. 
Members 
of the commission did not hesitate to 
say that his resignation would greatly 
em barrass the com m ission in its work 
and might necessitate the postpone­ 
m ent of the m eeting of the full corn 
m ission In September.

In the senate Judge Ck A. Berg, who 
Initiated the debate, said: 
'We m ust not use force to sustain 
the union, which is valueless t o us un­ 
der existing conditions, but the riks­ 
dag does not recognize the illegal and 
revolutionary breach of the union and 
does not recognize Norway as a sov­ 
ereign state. Sweden's representatives 
must consider Sweden’s 
safety and 
this can only be done through a cabi­ 
net having the full confidence of the 
riksdag.”

President Roosevelt Joins Them In a 
Celebration at Harvard. 
Cambridge, Mass., June 28.—Joining 
with his former college m ates in cele­ 
brating 
the twenty-fifth anniversary 
of the graduation of their class from 
Harvard, President R oosevelt returned 
to his alm a mater, 
not as the chiel 
m agistrate of the nation, but as a pri­ 
vate 
citizen, and 
a loyal 
Harvard 
alumni. 
Although 
the ancient 
uni­ 
versity of Harvard would have been 
glad to pay him all the honor due his 
high office, it was the president’s re­ 
quest that he be regarded merely as 
a m em ber of the class of ’8t> rather 
than as the president of the United 
States. Nevertheless, students, alumni, 
and the citizens of Cambridge united 
in giving him a hearty greeting as he 
drove through the streets of the uni­ 
versity city. 
The president's day was a busy one. 
Arriving in Boston at 6:45 a. in. he 
was driven 
to the Cambridge 
resi­ 
dence of Bight Rev. 
William Law­ 
rence, Episcopal bishop of Massachu­ 
setts, where he is being entertained. 
The bishop is president 
of the Har­ 
vard Alumni 
association. 
Breakfast 
was served at the bishop’s home. 
During 
the 
forenoon 
President 
R oosevelt visited 
the ro%ns 
of the 
Alpha 
Delta 
society, the 
Harvard 
stadium and the Chestnut Hill resi­ 
dence of George C. Lee, the' father of 
the president’s first wife. 
Tile presi­ 
d e d was then driven to the Oakley 
Country club, in W atertown, where 
the class of ’80 held 
an informal re­ 
union and luncheon was served. 
A photograph of the class was taken 
and also a photograph of the mem­ 
bers of the class who belonged to the 
sam e student dining club as did the 
president.

HIGH WATER THREATENS 
MENACING PROPORTIONS 


The Pulp Mill of Northwest Pa 


per Company Was Forced to 


Shut Down 


WATER STILL RISING IN RIVER 


Minnesota Water Works Com­ 


pany 
Can Stand 
But Few 


More Inches 


Tho gradual riso of the water in the 
Mississippi river is now assuming dan­ 
gerous aspects and there is no telling 
what the outcome may be for Brainerd. 
The most vital point is at the pump­ 
ing station of the Minnesota Water 
Works company. 
Already the water at 
this point is eight or ten inches higher 
than it has been for the last eight years, 
and a rise of three or four inchos more 
would, it is thought, necessitate the 
closing down of the plant and the city 
would be without water, a condition 
that would be most deploring. 
There was a rise this morning of about 
half an inch and it is thought that there 
will be rise of at least an inch before 
midnight tonight. 
The conditions at the pulp mill of the 
Northwest Paper company at the dam 
are even worse. 
The mill has already 
been shut down and there is six feet of 
water in the basement. 
The inunda­ 
tion will keep the mill closed down for 
at least ten days. 
The condition north of here is very 
serious and the individual losses of tile 
farmers from the overflows will amount 
to a large sum. 
So important is this matter that the 
following 
telegraphic news item 
ap­ 
peared in 
the Washington dispatches 
today: 
“The floods in the upper Mississippi 
river and the part the dams on the head­ 
waters of the river had in increasing 
those floods, were the subject of a con­ 
ference between Congressman Bede and 
General Mackenzie, chief of engineers, 
today. 
The latter was well informed on 
the situation and told Mr. Bede he did 
not believe anything could be done un­ 
der present conditions. 
A suggestion 
for the construction of a canal to con­ 
nect Pokegama and Leech lake dams 
was talked over and endorsed by Gen­ 
eral Mackenzie, and it is probable that 
recommendations for its construction 
will be made to congress at its next ses­ 
sion. 
General Mackenzie also adopted 
a suggestion made by Bede that he 
make personal inspection along the up­ 
per Mississippi this season or appoint a 
board of engineers to investigate and 
report on conditions and suggest means 
for the prevention of floods in rainy sea­ 
sons. 
This report will be laid before 
the rivers and harbors com mittee next 
winter or will be used by Bede as a 
basis for congressional action. 
The in­ 
vestigation probably will not be made 
until July or August.”

RECOMMENDATIONS TO COUNCIL 


Would Lower Laurel Street Sew­ 


er and Also Make Chance 


in General Plan 


A large number of business men who 
are directly or 
indirec tly interested in 
block 43, which is located between Front 
and Laurel streets and bounded on tho 
west by Sixth and the east by Seventh, 
met in the Commercial Club rooms last 
evening to 
discuss the problem of 
proper sewerage for this arca. 
It will be remembered that this ques­ 
tion was brought up at the last m eeting 
of the city council, and in view of tho 
fact that considerable trouble is b e ­ 
ing experienced in getting tho proper 
drainage in cases of heavy rain the 
members of the council advised speedy 
action in the m atter and it was about 
decided to enlarge the sewer in the 
alley. 
Many of the basements in these 
buildings were flooded miring the last 
heavy rains and it was thought advis­ 
able to do som ething to remedy the 
matter at once. 
L?st night the gentlemen present had 
another scheme and 
recommendations 
along this line will be made to the city 
council. 
The .scheme now is to cut the 
Laurel sewer into two districts, divid­ 
ing it somewhere in the middle of block 
43. running one sewer west to the river
